Washington, April 1. — A Japanese 


newspaper, published at Tokio, contains 
an interview with an American named 
Crocker, who may be Professor Crocker 
of Columbia college, who was an eye- 
witness of the first two days' fighting 
about ManiJa, which began Feb. 5. 


He Indicates that the Filipinos in the

H« says there were from 
6000 to 10,000 Filipinos killed and wound- 
ed, and tells of the terrific destruction 
wrought by the shells from our warships.

hospitals are filled with the wounded. 
Many of them will never recover. They 
have lost In and about here over 10,000 
men.

The International IWuddle to be In- 


vestigated by a Special Court. 


Berlin, April 1— According to a high 


German official, the American ex- 
planations have been found satisfac- 
tory and a proposal has been accepted 
for a commission of investigation to 
Samoa. The new proposal referred to 
in the Berlin dispatch for a joint high 
commission^ Washington dispatcher 
say, has been accepted by all three of 
the treaty governments. 


Washington, April I,—A modus vlvendj 


for the settlement of the Samoan trouble 
has been proposed, and is now under 
favorable consideration by the three 
governments concerned. It contem- 
plates the creation of a joint high com- 
mission, consisting of one member from j 
each country, to pass upon the recent 
clash of authority and resulting dis- 
crder. 
The proposition was put for- 


ward by Germany, and is the second on« 
submitted for the settlement of the en- 
tire question. The first proposition was 
that the United States and Great Brit- 
ain join with Germany m removing all 
the officials now serving in Samoa 
through whom the trouble had arisen. 
To this the United States and Great 
Britain replied that as their respective 
officials were not regarded as having 
acted In the wrong, it could not be con- 
ceded that they should be withdrawn 
and thus discredited. 
Now the new 


proposition is presented, to leave the 
whole question to the high commission- 
ers, one from each government, the high 
commission to have supreme authority 
In reaching a settlement. 


As the proposition emanates from Ger- 


many, her approval of course is assured. 
This high join* oojnmisisjon, it is felt af- 
fords a pacific solution to the whol« 
trouble at the moment when Samoan 
affairs began to look the most threaten- 
ing-. 


The new plan has been fully gone over 


by Secretary Hay and the British and 
German ambassadors here, and its es- 
sential details worked out. Each na- 
tion is to be represented by one member 
»n the commission. It is to have prac- 
tically unlimited authority without the 
necessity of referring Its decisions back 
to the several governments for approval. 
It is felt that by conferring such com- 
plete and final authority on the high 
commission the danger wiM be obviated 
of any further deadlocks and delays. 
Still another important provision under 
consideration is that King Oscar of Nor- 
way and Sweden shall be the umpire in 
case the three high commissioners should 
fail to reach a determination* 


The plan of Inviting Khigr Oscar to 


referee a disagreement meets the ap- 
proval of the British and German au- 
thorities, and doubtless will be approved 
also by the United States as a means of 
ensuring finality of decision, though it 
Is not known just how far this has been 
Considered by the Washington authori- 
ties. King Oscar was agreed upon be- 
tween th* United Statee and Great 
Britain as a-final arbitrator in connection 
with the proposed Anglo-American ar- 
bitration treaty, as well as in the Vene- 
zuela matter. He Is al«o mentioned In 
the treaty of Berlin as the one to name 
a chief justice of Samoa in case the three 
siftnatory powers fail to agree on a chief 
Justice. It wan this that led to the sug- 
gestion of tils iname at the present time 
to act as final arbitrator. 


The expectation Is that the slttinrs of 


the commission will be in Samoa, where 
for the time belnig they wil) have com- j 
plete authority over the whole range of 
Ea.moan affairs, so far as the high com- 
mission may think fit to act In order to 
fully restore order a.nd eetablivh affairs 
on a stable basis. It will require no 
treaty to bring the commission Into ex- 
istence, at the acceptance of the United 
States and Great Britain will complete 
the agreement.

for the mission will be of high standing, 
to as to give added weight and dignity 
to their findings, fitch, for Instance, ae 
the contul general of Germany, whom 
jurisdiction covers the whole range of 
Pacific affair*.

FARMING IN THE ORIENT 


Observations In Japan, China 


and the Philippines. 


DR. S. A. KNAPP'S EXPLOBATIOHS. 


Church. 


Many Interesting- Pact* Gleaned la 


Our New Po»»eimlon» — China and 
Japan Likely to Be Large Consum- 
er* of American Food Crop*—Fili- 
pino* Arc Imdnitriotti. 


Dr. S. A. Knapp, who was sent by 


the department of agriculture to Japan. 
China and the Philippines as an agri- 
cultural explor-r, has returned to Wash- 
ington and reported to Secretary Wilson 
the results of his labors. He was in- 
structed to investigate such products of 
the farms, fields and forests of those 
countries aa might be of advantage to 
the agricultural industries of the Unit- 
ed States. 


He says: "All fear of competition 


from Japan along agricultural lines 
may be dismissed. On the contrary, it 
must become a large consumer of farm 
products drawn from the United States. 
The diffusion of knowledge and the in- 
troduction of new industries in Japan 
have had the effect of more than dou- 
bling the cost of labor in the last ten 
years and in proportion of stimulating 
consumption by the common peopie. 


"Future progress must bo mainly 


made in the direction of manufactures. 
In such event the food for the opera- 
tives, the cotton and other fiber material 
for the fabrics, the lumber and iron for 
the construction of the factories and 
much of the machinery will be drawn 
from the United States. Of the fabrics, 
cotton and wool alone have made much 
progress under the factory system, and 
this is owing to the fact that they were 
not produced to any extent in the em- 
pire, and hence no borne system of man- 
ufacture bad been established for them. 


"The princpial agricultural products 


imported by Japan are wheat, flour, 
sugar, cotton, butter, cheese and meat. 
The annual value of these articles is at 
present between $34,000,000 and $25.- 
000,000 in gold. Under favorable treaty 
regulations Japan will import from the 
United States nearly all her flour, but- 
ter, cheese and meat, three-fourths of 
the raw cotton required, and from the 
Philippines nearly their entire surplus 
output of sugar." 


Hcgtuulijg China, the report says- 


"Radical changes in agricutural meth- 
ods or products must be made slowly, if 
at all, because the food supply cannot be 
materially reduced or even changed with 
safety. Large areas devoted to fiber 
plants for the promotion of manufac- 
tures would be a dangerous invasion of 
the areas necessary tor the food supply 
and must be speedily followed by im- 
portations from the United States " 


From China Dr. Knapp proceeded to 


the Philippines. Arriving at Manila, be 
went by rail as far as San Francisco, 
passing through the rice section to the 
east and north of Manila, on to tbe 
sugar lands to the north. The yield to 
an ucre, according to the best authori- 
ties, he found to be about 1,000 pounds 
of bulled rice on lands under rainfall 
irrigation solely and 2,000 pounds on 
lands artificially irrigated, shewing 
careless husbandry. Dr. Knapp further 
eays: 


"The rich clay loam Boil about San 


Fernando is well adapted to sugarcane. 
In Luzon the methods of sugar farming 
are different from those practiced in tbe 
United States, while the factories are 
tbe crudest conceivable. The sugar ia 
drained upon the open kettle plan. The 
proprietor furnishes land and factory, 
and tbe tenant furnishes seed, does all 
the work in the field, delivers tbe cane 
to tbe mill and supplies most'of tbe 
hands for making tbe sugar. The pro- 
prietor receives one-half the sugar and 
all the molusses. Tbe tenant, in theory, 
is allowed the remainder, but, in prac- 
tice, he usually receives about two- 
fifths of tbe sugar. In the islands of 
Panay. Negros and Cebu the sugar 
farms and factories are much more im- 
proved than iu Luzon. Sugar lands pro- 
duce from 8,000 to 9,000 pounds an 
acre, depending upon the cultivation 
and the factory. 


"Spanish statistical reports and in- 


terviews with Manila exporters showed 
tbe prosperity of tbe tobacco and heap 
industries under normal conditions and 
millet, maize, gago and indigo do well 
and arc ordinarily - profitable crops. 
Philippine coffee, of which there wero 
formerly many plantations, has n pecul- 
iorly rich nml pleasant flavor. Cocoa-

grapes, figs and many other fruits grow 
almost spontaneously. 


"The Philippine Islands abound in 


valuable wood for building, furniture, 
dye woods and some yielding costly 
gums. According tojbe best authority, 
nearly two-thirds of the land is still 
public and passes to tbe United States 
with the title. If opene^for settlement 
to soldiers, many of our young men will 
remain and become permanent settlers. 
Some associations of this kind have al- 
ready been organized. The price of im- 
proved land ranges from $4 to $20 an 
acre in gold, depending upon the loca- 
tion and value of the improvements. ' 


"Reports of the observatory at Manila 


show that the average rainfall for the 
last 30 years has been 75.04 inches. The 
temperature is uniform, averaging for 
the last 18 years 77 degrees for Janu- 
ary, the coldest month, and 83.8 de- 
grees for May, the warmest month. 
Within that period the thermometer 
only once rose to 100 degrees and once 
fell to 70.4 degrees." Prominent Fili- 
pinos assured Dr. Knapp that upon their 
estates the laborers were industrious 
and thrifty, and -ft encouraged these 
conditions would become general. A 
visit to tbe carpenter shops, machine 
shops and various small factories satis- 
fied him that the Filipinos make good 
mechanics when properly trained.— 
New York Tribune. 


THE BEIRA-BULAWAYOLINE 


ar Filipino was never in close enough 
quarters with the foe to use them. 


A battle ax, which looks as if it might 


b:ro been made by a Sioux Indian, is 
another of bis Philippine trophies. It 
baa a flat blade about 4 by 0 inches, to 
which is fastened with thongs a handle 
of 16 inches in length and 1 inch in di- j 
ameter. It somewhat resembles a butch- 
er's cleaver, although considerably 
lighter, and tbe handle is ornamented, 
much the fame aa Indians ornament 
eorne of their pipes, with crade brass 
bands. Major Bement says the native 
blacksmiths manufacture these battle 
axes from fishplates taken from the 
railroads. These, like the kris, must be 
used in close action to be effective. He 
also brought Louie a Mauser rifle, 
which, he claims, is superior to the 
Krag-Jorgeuseu in Use by our troops. 


Two of the most interesting things 


of Major Bement's collection are bam- 
buo chairs, made without glue or nails, 
and which are manufactured by the na- 
tives and sold in tha markets by the 
makers. There are no furniture factories 
there, the native workmen making the 
various articles at their homes and ped- 
dling them from house to house.—St. 
Paul Pioneer Press. 


An Egs Taken uu Evidence. 


An extraordinary birth certificate was 


submitted at a meeting of the school 
attendance committee of theJSforthwich 
Union the other day. A widow named 
Bell had been called upon to prove that 
her daughter had reached the school 
exemption age, and she produced an 
egg,

low and cream, whereon, in almost cop- 
perplate characters, the name and date 
of nativity were picked out in white, 
together wiEh the texts, "The Lord 
shall guide thee continually" and

certificate was the only record possessed 
by the mother, and after being much 
admired by the committee was accepted 
as evidence.—Birmingham Post.

Rapid Development of' the Railway 


System of the Dnjrlc Continent. 


The isolation which has -hitherto 


proved so great an obstacle to the pros- 
perity of the newly organized territory 
in South Africa now known as Rhodesia 
will soon be a thing of tbe past. It is 
true tha* it is already connected with 
Cape Town by rail, but the distance 
from Bulawayo is pver 1,300 miles, and 
the costly freight^' are an impediment 
to the development of ita trade, more 
particularly in heavy goods such as 
timber and coal. There will also be in 
due time the great central African 
trunk line from Cairo to bring it in 
touch with Europe from that side. 


But neither of these roads has tb« 


same interest for tbe Rhodesians that 
the one now approaching completion 
will have, that is'to bring Bulawayo, 
In the center of Rhodesia, and Salis- 
bury, in tbe northeast, in direct com- 
munication with the sea at Beira, on the 
Portuguese coast of the Indian ocean. 
The distance between Bnluwayo and 
Beira is only 480 miles, and of that dis- 
tance 150 milee, from Beira to Mnesi- 
Kessi, is already laid and in running 
order. The construction of the railway 
that is to join the Beira and Salisbury 
line at Massi-Kessi will soon be taken 
in hand, the first section of 100 miles, 
from Bulawayo to Gwelo, being already 
decided, leaving only 180 miles between 
Qwelo and Massi-Kessi to be built. 


The South African company expects 


to take over the Beira line next Octo- 
ber, when it will have entire control of 
the freight rates and traffic, which it 
will be in the interest of the territory 
to make as cheap as possible. Not only 
will it make a great difference to trav- 
elers and goods to and from Europe to 
have the shorter rail and sea route to 
go by, but the impetus that will be 
given to tbe trade and exportation of 
Rhodesia will be immense. The differ- 
ence between the length of the route 
between Bulawayo and England byway 
of Beira and of that by way of Cape 
Town is calculated to be 2,200 miles. 


• Already Rbodesians are indulging in 
dreams of the golden future that is in 
store for them, and the Matabele Times 
foresees the day when, whether the 
frontiers of Rhodesia are carried down 
to tbe sea sooner or later, Beira will be 
of paramount importance to that part 
of South Africa. As yet there does not 
appear much field for American enter- 
prise in Rhodesia, but as the mining 
and other industries extend with the 
opening of a short and cheap outlet to 
the sea there is no reaso'J 'why Ameri- 
can tools and mechanical appliances 
should not find a ready market there. 
Beira, therefore; is one of the points to 
whichtonr manufacturers and exporter-0 


should give attention, eo that when the 
Beira-Salisbury and Bulawayo railway 
is completed they may be early on tbe 
ground.—New York Sun.

After nine days' seclusion in Profess- 


or W. 0. Atwater's respiration calor- 
imeter, at Middletown, Conn., Emil 
Osterberg was released at snnrise the 


j other day upon the intemperate ontside 


-vorld and permitted to go home to his 
jreakfast. He was in the pink of con- 
lition and declared that living in a 
ealed bos was the least troublesome 
xperienee of & vciy eventful life. 


Mr. Osterberg resumed the routine of 


bis daily life as though it had never 
leen interrupted. He was a trifle pale, 
mt his flesh was as hard and mir. en 
•ver. 
He suffered no inconvenience 


'rom his task and ia ready to begin all 
over again if necessary. He has gained 
i few ounces, bnt it was not expected 
e would gain much on the diet al- 
}\ve<! him, which was destined to show 
be effects of alcohol as food. 


Mr. Osterberg's stay in the professor's 


->ox was tbe longest ever accomplished, 
vith the exception of that of A. W. 
•Smith, who a couple of years ago re- 
mained immured for 12 days. Smith 
was very successful in the performance 
>f the task assigned to him, which in- 
cluded severe mental work, severe mns- 
•nlar work and the making of frequent 
ibservations of temperature and hydro- 
-copic conditions of tbe 
atmosphere 


within tbe apparatus. 


The experiment in Smith's case was 


livided into five periods. There was a 
preliminary period of nearly two days' 
rest, then a period of three days of bard 
laental work in calculating the results 
uf a previous experiment, studying Ger- 
man treatises on physics and the like. 
Then followed three days of rest, after 
which came three days of intense mus- 
cular exercise in lifting weights. The 
last period, like the first, was one of 
rest. Smith weighed 156 pounds when 
be went into the box and 164 when he 
came out. 


Tbe purpose of the experiment in 


Osterberg's case was to discover the 
autritive value of foods, the quantity 
of work and heat that conld be got out 
of them when fed to the human engine. 
Che results obtained by Professor At- 
waterwill go to make up an exhibit for 
the United States at tbe international 
exhibition of 1900 in Paris. 


Osterberg looked out of the box 


through windows sealed airtight, talk- 
ed with those about bis bouse through a 
telephone, got his air through a tube, 
and his food and drink through an in- 
geniously contrived chamber. 
For 


amusement he rode a bicycle so geared 
that the amount of force expended was 
accurately registered and by an electric 
light read novels in Swedish, his native 
language. Osterberg is not a man of 
science, bnt only tbe janitor of the 
chemical laboratory of the Orange Judd 
Hall of Natural Sciences of Wesleyan 
university. He is 33 years old. 


The folding chair, table and bed used 


by Osterberg during his confinement 
were weighed to determine tbe amount 
of water they had absorbed in nine 
days. Jnst before entering tbe calor- 
imeter Osterberg ate a supper of bread 
and milk, after which he swallowed six 
charcoal tablets.

According to an opinion rendered the 


other day by Attorney General Knowl- 
ton, relative to the referendum at- 
tached to the civil service repeal act, 
the legislature cannot pass a law con- 
ditional upon the approval of the voters 
of the state. The opinion is most im- 
portant since there is a growing opin- 
ion that the voters should have much 
more direct influence \jpon legislation 
than they now exert. The attorney 
general's opinion is to the effect that 
the legislature and the people con- 
jointly cannot constitutionally make 
laws; that the legislature and executive 
have delegated power from the people 
to do the law making, which cannot be 
interfered with. It means the people 
can't eat their cake and have it too. 
The opinion, which is worth reading, 
is: 
"Upon such consideration as I 


have been able to give to the matter, 
I am clearly of the opinion that the 
legislature has no power to enact a 
general law conditioned upon its ac- 
ceptance by the people of the common- 
wealth. The constitution has delegated 
legislative power to the legislature, and 
prescribed the manner in which laws 
may be enacted, to wit, by concurrent 
vote of the two branches and the ap- 
proval of the executive. There are cer- 
tain exceptions to this rule, particu- 
larly in, the case of private bills af- 
fecting corporations, 
municipal and 


otherwise. 
The exceptions, however, 


stand upon considerations 
not 
ap- 


plicable to the general rule: and al- 
though the subject has not been passed 
upon by our supreme judicial court, I 
have found no case which sustains the 
proposition that a general law can be 
referred to the people for its accept- 
ance." 


"The chief cause of misgovernment 


!n American cities is a wrong theory 
of municipal government, based on the 
mistaken Idea that the city is a po- 
litical body. The icity has been treated 
merely as an organ of the state gov- 
ernment. As such its affairs have been 
administered by politicians on party 
lines for party ends. This Importation 
of state and national politics into the 
Held of city government makes reform 
very difficult, for it prevents the good 
citizens from uniting. The good people 
who desire pure elections and the hon- 
est administration of the laws may be 
in the majority, but they seldom get 
together. 'They regularly split in city 
affairs, and the dangerous classes, the 
enemies of social order, as regularly do 
not split. These latter are the only per- 
sons who, as a rule, at municipal elec- 
tions, vote on municipal issues. The re- 
spectable classes vote about tho tariff, 
about Hawaii, about 
the currency, 


about everything except the city.' Thus 
national politics divides the good citi- 
zens Into groups and delivers them 
over to the enemy. This is absurd on 
the face of it. It would be just as sen- 
sible for the members of each religious 
body to vote together in city elections 
as for the members of the national 
parties to do this. It la as unreasonable 
to insist that city officials shall be re- 
publicans or democrats as to demand 
that they shall be Methodists or Uni- 
versallsts. Neither religious nor politi- 
cal creed has anything; to do with a 
person's fitness for municipal office."— 
From "Municipal Misrule: Its Causes 
and RemtdlM," by Prof[ F. Spencer 
Baldwin, In Self Culture for April.

terests," and among others it cites 
Oliver Cromwell as one who always 
put national self-interest above every- 
thing else. This is unfortunate, for it 
does not happen to be true. Moreover, 
it gives us occasion to remark again 
that it Is just because the old Crom- 
wellian, Puritan spirit is so strongly 
inwoven into the texture of American 
thought and feeling that the adminis- 
tration finds behind it today the rank 
and file of the Christian churches of the 
country. Cromwell had quite another 
conception of the 
state 
than 
the 


egoistic, selfish conception which the 
Republican holds and which, however 
time-honored, cannot persist. Witness 
his interference in behalf of the per- 
secuted Piedmontese, and his navy's 
thorough work in the Mediterranean, | 
suppressing piracy, policing the paths 
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lands many of the gamey fish today, 
and it'll be a very enterprising flub who 
ventures enough in this cold water to 
get caught by the gamey fisherman.

STOICK ROCK. 


The Stella Wa» at a High Speed 1« a 


Fog. H0rror in Englaiu) 


Southampton, April l.-rThe passenger 


steamer Stella, plying between this port 
and the channel islands, crashed upon 
the dreaded Casquet rocks, near the isl- 
and of Alderney, Thursday afternoon in 
a dense fog, and foundered in 10 minutes. 
It was first reported that 60 were 
drowned; a later report made it 120, but 
more conservative estimates put the 
figure at 70. 


The cause of the accident was Captain 


Renks' losing his course. The day had 
been pleasant until about 4 o'clock, when 
the vessel ran into a fag. The captain, 
thinking that the fog would be found in 
banks, as is usually the case at this eea- 
eon of the year, kept ahead at full speed, 
end the fog continuing thick, he lost his 
course.

Will you please give me a 
little 


space in your columns for a few sug- 
gestions regarding our schools? For 
the past year I have been one of the 
school directors. In performing that 
duty I have found one of the great 
troubles in parents. It emanates from 
children who are not properly trained 
up at home, especially in obedience. 
Therefore the natural tendency is they 
are disobedient in school. 
If 
the 


teacher makes them submit to the 
rules of the school they generally be- 
come tired of the schoolroom. Then 
they will commence to invent false- 
hoods about the teacher and carry 
these things to their parents simply 
for an excuse to stay from school. I 
find usually instead of giving this due 
investigation, they will condemn the 
teachers and declare war 
against 


them. People who do not manifest in- 
terest enough to visit our schools are 
not competent to criticize or judge. In 
one case unwarranted criticism of a 
teacher and her work was made by 
those who really knew nothing of it, 
and this worked serious injury to the 
school. It is verj- difficult for a teacher 
to secure good results in a school In 
the face of opposition and criticism 
from pupils. 


There are three elements 
In 
the 


makeup of a school: Teacher, pupil 
an<l^parents; and the highest good is 
only reached when each element con- 
tributes its part to the general wel- 
fare. The more we recognize that the 
training of the child should be along 
the same lines in the home and in the 
school the greater interest 
will be 


shown in the school, and less criticism 
of the teacher in her work. Parents 
remember "as the twig Is bent so is 
the tree Inclined." 
Bring up your 


children to be obedient and truthful 
at home and greater results they will 
receive.

The last honors to the memory of the 


four men of Company M whose bodies 
were brought 10 Adams yesterday were 
paid this afternoon, when 
the 
four 


funerals were held. It was the saddest 
event that the town has had since those 
who returned only to die at their homes 
were honored in the same way. 


The funeral procession was started 


from 
the armory 
shortly after 
3 


o'clock, an escort from Company M ac- 
companying each 
coffin. 
Following 


the hearses came the rest of the com- 
pany, and the relatives. The proces- 
sion moved first to the Maple street 
cemetery, where the bodies of Corporal 
George E. WhijJple, Joseph Gravel, Jr., 
and David C. Ferguson were placed in 
the family lots of their parents. 


Over each grave a salute was fired 


and taps were sounded. Rev. Fr. Coyne 
conducted the services for Ferguson, 
Eev. Fr. Triganne for Gravel, and Rev. 
O. I. Darling for Whipple. 


The procession then moved to Bel- 


levue cemetery, where the body of -Wil- 
liam H. Crockwell was placed in the 
family lot, while Rev. Fr. Coyne con- 
ducted short services, and the same 
military honors were paid. 


The flags of the town were at half 


staff, and it has been a sad day for the 
friends of the company. 


Many people of Adams and 
some 


from this city visited the Armory at 
Adams Friday evening and today to 
see the coffins that contained 
the 


bodies of the dead soldiers brought 
from Cuba. They were placed in state 
at the Armory and each box was cov- 
ered with a flag, while many wreaths 
and flowers were placed about them. 
A guard of honor was kept over the 
bodies from the time of their arrival 
until they were removed this after- 
noon for burial. Cots were placed in 
the Armory and the guards were re- 
lieved every two hours.

The town of Cheshire was shocked 


yesterday afternoon by the suicide of 
one of its best known a.nd most re- 
spected citizens, Eugene W. Blood. He 
went from his housf to the stable 
about 4 o'clock, and shot himself just 
over the temple with a revolver. The 
stable door was open and Harry Rey- 
nolds, a neighbor, standing on the sirtei 
walk some 40 feet away, heard the ren 
port and looked toward the door in 
time to see him fall to the floor. On 
entering the barn he found thai death 
immediately followed the shot. 


There is no reason known for his act 


except the possibility that worrying 
over business had turned his mind. He 
.had been much depressed and appeared 
unnatural at times for several months 
past, and went away for a time in the 
winter hoping to be benefited by the 
change. But prnute business cares 
continued to prey on his mind, and this 
was undoubtedly the cause, of 
the 


despondency which caused him to take 
his life. 


He was around the house all the 


afternoon until about 4 o'clock when 
he went directly to the stable and the 
report of the revolver was heard im- 
mediately. After his death the family 
found in an upper room a card on 
which he had written: "I want my 
boys and my brothers for bearers; 
good by." 


In his pocket was found a slip of 


paper with the words "God bless you 
all." 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown of 


this city was called and pronounced it 
a case of suicide without question. 


Mr. Blood was known throughout 


the county as a prominent man of the 
town, and had many friends In this 
city, Adams and Pittsfield. He was 
section foreman for the Boston and Al- 
bany railroad for IT years, resigning 
that position for the superintendency 
of the Berkshire glass sand company's 
works, which he had filled for the 
past seven or eight years with great 
efficiency. 


Mr. Blood was a member of Upton

Considering the fact that we haven't 


been able to do so before, April 1 is a 
good time to begin to look back upon 
winter as pretty nearly past. It is 
practically safe to consider it as past 
so far as ai-tuaily heavy snow falls are 
concerned, and it .nay therefore be as- 
sumed that the figures for the snow 
fall 01 thi' year as now published, \\ill 
be allowed to stand without much ad- 
dition. 


It has been pretty generally appreci- 


ated that this fity was getting more 
than its share of snow, this year, and 
that the record has been a big one, but 
the amount by which this city surpas- 
ses oilier places is astonishing, when 
the actual figures are known. 


A good many figures have been pub- 


lished, but they are mostly based on 
the observations in other places. A few 
days ago the Springfield Republican 
published figures showing the snow 
fall for Springfield and vicinity to have 
been about seven feet during the win- 
ter, divided as follows: November, 21 
inches; December, 10; January, 4; Feb- 
ruary, 51Vs', March, 17. In Springfield, 
acording to these figures of the Re- 
publican, it snowed 
«nough 
to be 


measured only 20 days. 


In this city the "igures have ex- 


ceeded this is considerable, the total 
amount of snow fall having been over 
10 feet, three feet more than in Spring- 
field, while it has snowed here on 30 
days. The largest fall for a month was 
in March, when according to the record 
on which is considered most accurate, 
49 inches, or over f'.ur feet, fell. 


These figures a.ve taken frojn the 


record of W. J. E-> me, section foreman 
for the Fitchburg railroad, and are 
the official figures taken for the road at 
this point. This record, with the dates 
of every fall of snow, is given here: 


November 24, 4% inches; 27, eight in- 


ches; Dpccr'1ior 4. two; 12, two; 20, 
two; 
27, twfi; :',]. four- total for Xo- 


venibe* and December, 2-1'/a inches. 


January 1, five inches; 6, five; 9, one, 


26, one; total, 12 inches. 


February 3 and 4, six inches; 7, three, 


8, seven; 12 and 13, 20 inches; 20, one; 
total, 37 inches. 


March 2, five inches; 4, two; 7, seven; 


15, three; 18, six; 20, five; 22, eight; 23, 
five; 24, one; 26, five; 29, two; total, 49 
inches. In addition to this, which is 
the end of the record as taken, not 
quite an inch fell on the morning of 
March 30. 


These figures are considerably in ex- 


cess of the estimates recorded at city 
hall, but they have been kept more ac- 
iiurately than any others in the city.

The battl 
started February 4 and now it is the 
20th. There are about 65 of our boys 
dead and about 100 wounded. I don' 
know the natives' casualties, but they 
must aggregate at least 5,000. We have 
had some hot old times. The natives 
have attempted several times to kill off 
our officers in the streets of Manila, 
but they always get left and a couple 
of bullets to pay for their trouble. 


"A native's leg came floating down 


the river the other day, shot off at the 
knee. You ought to hear the big guns 
go off. What a noise they make. You 
would think that a powder mill had 
exploded. The racket resembles some- 
what one of our 4th of July cannon, 
only the report is much louder. I don't 
blame the 'niggers' for running as they 
do when Dewey opens up on them. 
Well, old chap, when the trouble is 
over I think you will see me in Pitts- 
field. I still hope to get there by July 2."
